The  alumni  picked  up  their 
lone  touchdown  after  pounc¬ 
ing  on  a  blocked  punt  at  the 
varsity  24.  "The  alumni 
played  a  very  good  game— 
they  played  smart  and  they 
were  relaxed,"  Reagan  said. 

"In  contrast,  our  varsity 
looked  a  little  foolish  at  times, 
such  as  when  we  permitted 
the  alumni  to  get  a  couple  of 
first  downs  on  fourth-down 
plays  from  punt  formations."

Bruce  Mathew  '87,  director  of  computing  services  at  Saint  Joe's,  piloted 
his  go-kart  through  181  fast,  safe  laps  to  win  the  rain-delayed  28th  running  of 
the  SJC  Little  500  on  April  14. 

Steve  McAleer  '82,  SJC's  director  of  dining  services,  was  Mathew's  most 
serious  challenger.  He  zipped  through  178  laps  during  the  three-hour  race  to 
finish  second. 

Running  in  or  near  the  front  of  the  Little  500  has  been  a  pleasing  habit  for 
Mathew,  who  finished  third  in  1989  and  second  last  year.  This  was  a  safe 
and  fast  race  that  witnessed  assorted  spinouts,  no  major  accidents,  and  a 
maximum  of  strong  kart  performances,  as  13  of  the  16  karts  were  running  at 
the  finish.  The  speed  and  safety  of  the  event  also  impressed  observers,  be¬ 
cause  no  less  than  six  rookie  drivers  completed.  All  of  the  karts  ran  with  new 
engines. 

Mathew  collected  a  $600  first  prize.  "Everything  went  right  this  year,"  he 
told  SJC's  Stuff  editor-in-chief  Norb  Gray.  "I  broke  all  the  brackets  on  my 
kart  because  of  the  rough  track,  and  it  forced  me  to  make  two  extra  pit  stops. 
Fortunately  I  was  able  to  get  back  out  on  the  track  without  losing  my  spot. 
My  crew  did  a  great  job." 

"I  can't  say  enough  about  the  performance  of  my  pit  crew,"  he  added  in  a 
separate  letter  published  in  Stuff.  "They  did  a  spectacular  job.  I  had  two  pit 
stops  that  were  under  20  seconds  for  fuel....  I  didn't  feel  that  I  was  the  fastest 
kart  in  the  race.  Many  of  the  other  drivers  were  faster  in  the  straightaways, 
but  I  could  make  up  time  on  them  in  the  corners  and  in  my  pit  stops.  I  had 
just  as  much  chance  of  breaking  down  as  everyone  else  did,  but  I  got  lucky 
this  year....  I  feel  that  if  I  had  any  advantage  at  all  in  trying  to  win  the  race, 
that  advantage  would  have  to  be  my  patience.  I  knew  that  if  I  could  stay  out 
of  trouble  and  not  be  too  aggressive,  I  would  finish  in  a  good  position  at  the 
end  of  the  race.  This  year  it  happened  to  be  first,  and  yes,  my  pit  crew  and  I 
are  very  proud."

Most  Reverend  Raymond  J.  Gallagher  died  March  7, 
1991.  He  was  the  third  bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Lafayette 
in  Indiana,  succeeding  now  Cardinal  John  Joseph  Carberry 
in  1965.  He  was  ordained  priest  in  1939  and  served  in 
many  capacities  in  the  Diocese  of  Cleveland  until  his  ordi¬ 
nation  as  bishop  in  Lafayette,  where  he  remained  until  his 
retirement  in  1983.  During  his  ministry  he  ordained  66 
priests,  established  three  new  parishes,  and  attended  the 
fourth  and  final  session  of  the  Second  Vatican  Council. 

Bishop  Gallagher  was  honored  by  Saint  Joseph's  College 
by  the  conferral  of  a  doctorate  of  laws  honoris  causa  on 
June  5, 1966.
